A  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF 
THE  ARCHDIOCESE 

ronto  became  a  Diocese  in  1841,  as  a  division  of  the  Diocese  of  Kingston.  Bishop  Michael  Power  held  a  synod  of  his  sixteen  priests  to  form  the 
Diocese.  At  that  time,  Toronto  had  only  one  church  to  accommodate  some  three  thousand  Roman  Catholics.  His  most  notable  achievement  was  the  building 
of  St.  Michael's  Cathedral  which  began  in  1845.  He  did  not  live  to  see  its  completion,  as  he  died  of  typhus  in  1847. 

His  successor,  Bi.shop  deCharbonnel,  P.S.S.,  used  his  influence  to  bring  the  Basilian  Fathers,  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  and  to  found  the  Canadian  chapter 
of  the  St.  Vincent  dePaul  Society. 

Our  third  Bishop,  Bishop  Lynch,  CM.,  was  elevated  to  the  status  of  Archbishop  in  1870  by  Pope  Pius  IX  during  the  first  Vatican  Council. 

Archbishop  John  Walsh,  who  followed  Lynch,  staned  the  Catholic  Register  in  1893. 

Archbishop  Denis  O'Connor,  C.S.B.,  his  successor  was  Toronto's  first  Ontario-born  Bishop. 

Then  came  Archbishop  Fergus  McEvay,  who  in  1909  helped  organise  the  Catholic  Church  Extension  Society  of  Canada.  McEvay  was  also  responsible 
for  commencing  work  on  St.  Augustine's  Seminary  in  Scarborough. 

His  successor  Archbishop  Neil  McNeil  opened  the  Seminary  in  1913,  organised  the  Catholic  Women's  League  opened  Martyrs'  Shrine  established  the 
Scarborough  Foreign  Mission  Society  and  was  present  at  the  opening  of  the  Pontifical  Institute  of  Mediaeval  Studies. 

Archbishop  James  McGuigan  came  to  Toronto  in  the  mid-1930's,  introducing  large  scale  fund  raising  projects  for  new  parishes  and  Catholic  secondary 
schools,  and  established  St.  Michael's  Choir  School. 

Archbishop  Philip  Pocock  guided  the  Archdiocese  through  the  changes  of  Vatican  II.  and  initiated  the  present  Share-Life  campaigns. 

Archbishop  Carter,  named  a  Cardinal  in  1978,  guided  his  multi-cultured  Archdiocese  with  a  Pro-Life  stand  and  urged  full  funding  for  our  schools.
